FROM FRANCE. 


A French Account of Thiers’ Negotia- 
tions. 


Tours, Nov. 9.— The following account of 
Thiers’ mission to Paris and Versailles is 
givep On the best authority: Thiers was first 
notified that permission would be given for his 
pessege throngh the Prussian lines to Paris 
by a dispatch from Gen. Von Den Taud at 
Orleans. He immediately left Tours for Or- 
leans, whence he travelec to Paris in a carriage 
drawn by heavy Prussian artillery horses. 
His progress was necessarily slow, and he 
wae, moreover, greatly detained by the con- 
dnion of the roads, which had been cut and 


Upon reaching Versailles, Thiers was obliged 
to wait three hours for a pass, and, as soon as 
it was obtained, he drove to Paris without 
sceing Bismarek ar any other Prussian diplo- 


army Officers. 

Having consulted with the Goverument at 
Paris, he returned to Versailles, where he was 
received by Bismarck, and had one or two in- 
terviews with him daily during his stay on 
the question of the revictmalling of Paris. 
Bismarck represented that the King was in- 
flexible as to the elections in Alsace and Lor- 
raine. The King did not want electoral agtte- 
tions there, but the Constituent Assembly

Wasuisoton, Nov. 9—The returns re- 
ceived bere of yesterday's elections show suf: 
ficient Democratic gains of Congressmen to 
give the Democrats ninety one or ninety-two 
members in the House of the fforty-second 
Congress, being an increase of nearly thirty 
over the present Honse.. With the estimate 
of gains expected, but not yet received, 
in tue returns from Alabama, Arkansas and 
Tennessee, it is thought that this number will 
reach one hundred. 

Even if there should not be more than 
ninety members they will destroy the obnox- 
ious prectice of the present House, by which: 
the Republitcaus, by a two-thirds vote, have 
beew able to suspend the rules and meas- 
ures by the same vote without allowing de- 
bate. Much vicious legislation has been thus 
enacted by the dictum of party rule. The 
military «lection bill, which has figured so 
prominen: iy. was passed by the House io that 
way iu defiance pf the protest of the ty. 
Thoere will be at least no such e 
of indecent baste in legwiation in the next 
Congress. It is claimed, bere to-day that the 
result of the elections wil insure a conser va · 
tive organization of the next House, by which 
the Speaker, Clerk, and the cheirmanship of 
the lesding committees can be secured. Thie, 
it is said, can be brought avout by a coalition 
with the revenue reformers io the Repablican 
party elected in the West.

TOBACCO DECISION ~—sCRAPS. 

The Commissioner of Internal Kevenue de- 
cides that a leaf tobacco dealer has no autbor- 
ity, under special tax receipts, as such, to buy 
or sell refuse scraps or sweepings in bulk. He 
may legally dealin such only as a tobacco 
dealer, Oras a manufacturer, having given 
the required bond and paid the special tax as 
such. In either ease it must be put up in 
legal packages (16 ounces) and properly 
stamped. A manufacturer may sell such scraps 
incident to and made in pursuance o: his busi- 
ness as a cigar manufacturer, but can pot pur- 
chase it in bulk as a legitimate artiele of 
trade, and he can only-eel] such ecraps pur- 
ehas ed of other manufacturers after qualifving 
as a tobacco manufacturer and king and 
stamping the same as required by law. All 
unstamped packages of such 4 in bulk 
found in the market are liable to seizure, 
whether imported or 8 Importers 
of refuse scraps must pack, stamp and can- 
cel the same while in the custom-honse, 
They are just as liable for revenue tax as for 
import duty, and if not paid, or if found on 
the market withont being packed and stamped 
accordirg to law, are liable to seizure and for- 
feiture<

A Widow Lady, Heartbreken at the 
Death of Her Husband, Makes 
Three Desperate At- 
tempts at Suicide.

SHE EAST NEARLY SUCCESSFUL. 


Quite an excitement bas been created in the 
West end, by the desperate and determined ef- 
forts of a high!ly-respectabie widow lacy to take 
her own life. 

Some five or six weeks ago the husband of the 
lady, who was a well-known citizen of Lonis- 
ville, died suddenly while on his way to a distant 
city. The sad news of his death, far away from 
dome and friencs, fell with terrible force upon 
the ford bi ait of the loving wife, for he was “the 
ocean to the river ofher thoughts which ter- 
minated all.“ Frenz. ed with griefat her terribie 
bereavement aud feeling that life had no further 
cha: ms for ber, and that death alone could heal 
ber woe, the grief-stricken widow procured a 
quantity of opium, retired to her room, and 
swallowed the deadly potion. Fortunately, her 
concition wa discovered ere the poisonous drug 
bad done its fatal work. aud by tae timely ar- 
rival of medical ald her life was saved. She ex- 
pressed regret ior the rash act, and promised to 
make no further attempts upon her life. She 
was closely watched for several days, but as she 

evinced po disposition to repeat the at- 
tmpt tbe surveillance ceased. But 
sbe had not abandoned ber 

end about three weeks since a relative, upon en- 
tering ber 100m, found der lying upos the bed 
in a deep stupor. A via!l,labeled opium, showed 

plainly that she hed again aitemoted to gain sur- 
cease of sorten iu death. As before, she wa 

foiled in her resh purpose througn the initerven- 

ton of medical ald. Again she expressed contr'!- 

on for attempting to seek the sad fate of a sul- 
cide. 

A stricter watch than before was kept upon 

ber sc ons and, though bowed down with grief, 
she seemed resigned to her affliction, and her 
friends hoped that the healing arts of the great 
physician, time, would soon restore her to her 
wonted health aod cheerfulness of spirit. But 
it: eems that she was determined to die by her 
own hand. Her apparent resignation was but a 
ruse fo Inli tosleep the vieflance of ber friends. 

At an early bour yesterday morning a female 
relative was awakened by the stertorous

ration, the relative procured a gut. and to 
der herrer d'scovered that he gricf-strick a 
woman, fntent self-destruction, had in- 
da led alarve quantity of chloroform aud tras 
rapidly sinking. Physicians were immediately 
fummoned, and only by the most strenuous ef- 
forts known to medical skill Was she restored to 
consciousness. 

Sbe was pronounced out of danger yesterday 
by the pbysictanr, but it Is feared that at ne ear- 
Uest opportunity she will again attempt to take 
her life.

Tot mo- 
tion, it is understood, emanated from motives of 
courtesy to Judge Ballard, on account of prira e 
affairs known to demand his Honor's attention 


the matter of the trial of this case was consider- 
ed by the Judge, the District Attorney and the 
counsel for Judge Price, in which tnterview Judge 
Ballard Informed counsel that he bad a letter 
from Judge Emmons announcing bis return 
from Europe, aad that at some early day he 
would de able to be in Louisville and sit with 
Judge Ballard iu the Circuit Court. The latter 
also expressed his desire, on account of the 
great impertamce and novelty of the questions 
arisizg m Judge Price’s case, to have the Circul: 
Judge to sit with him when the ese 6 heard. 
By content of counsel for prosecution and de- 
tente the case was, therefore, passed for tne 
present, and will act be called again uni Judge 
Balisrd corresponds with Judge Emmons, and 
notifies counsel of the day fixed for the hearing. 

We cannot disapprove of this preparation fore 
full discussion and deliberate disposal of this 
important case. Thé importance of the case can- 
not, indeed, be overestimated, involving, as it Is 
understobd to do, ihe validity of the alleged 
adoption of the Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
amendments to the United States Constitution, 
and, if theese are really parts of the constitution, 
then the constitutionality and validity of so 
much of the ¢divil rights bill of 1866 and of the 
enforcement bil} of I as provides for puni+h- 
ment of a State Judge by the Federal Court for a 
refusal to admit pegro testimony in a State court. 

The case is a pioneer case on these important 
questions, and will, perbaps, prove to be the 
leading test case, as lt will, no doubt, go to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. It la, m- 
deed, and properly, not so much Judge Price's 
case as the case of the State of Keatucky, since 
the pro.ecution necessarily arises upon the ex- 
isting conflict of State and Federal laws.
